Trustees Post, Guerin, De Bey, and Sons- 
teby agreed with Mr. Dawes, Trustee Post 
presenting an amendment to the present rule 
providing that at the adjournment of an 
executive session all obligation to secrecy 
shall be removed. The amendment was lost 
in a parilamentary mixup, and it did not 
occur to any one to take action on it. 

Trustees White and O’Ryan advocated 
the star chamber plan, and, despite the ap- 
parent disposition of the majority of the 
trustees to discuss things on the floor of 
the board, the two succeeded in having the 
Sabin appointment sent back to committee, 
where, presumably, another demand for a 
pecret session will be made. 


Leave Only the Principal. 

The Spaulding school investigation, which 
precipitated the star chamber discussion, 
was disposed of as predicted in Tor TRIBUNE 
yesterday. The entire teaching force was 
ordered transferred to other schools, and 
Principal Krauskopf was left to reorganize 
his staff. 

Mr. Mills opposed the measure in a heated 
speech which revealed clearly the intended 
direction of the attack on the schoo! princi- 

al. 

. “A condition has developed over there 
this year, he said, “ which is abominable— 
perhaps intolerable. The teachers are not 
to blame for this; the principal is not to 
blame. The blame for that condition rests 
on the administration in this building!”’ 

Mr. Mills didn’t arouse any particular sym- 
pathy by his spectacular outburst, and the 
measure was carried by a vote of 18 to 8. 
Dr. White, who led the opposition to Princi- 
pal Krauskopf at the investigation,“ 
asked to be excused from voting. 

Exciting Debate Over Salaries. 

The most excited discussion of the even- 
ing, however, was brought on by an effort of 
Mr. Sonsteby and Mr. Harding to secure an 
advance in pay for eleven civil service fire- 
men from $75 to- a month. Thematter had 
been discussed at length by the buildings and 
grounds and finance committees and re- 
ported .on unfavorably, and Mr. Sonsteby 
tried to have the measureacted on favorably 
over the committees’ reports. 

At one point in the debate Trustees Hard- 
ing, Robins, O’Ryan, and Mills were on their 
feet at once charging President Schneider 
with “gag rule.” Mr. Harding was white 
with anger. 

Have you the sight to determine whether 
or not I shall speak on this motion?“ he 
shouted to the president. 

“Yes,” returned President Schneider 
calmly, “but say whatever.you like!” 

Later Mr. Spiegel, Mr. Millis, and Mr. 
Robins had a little mixup, in which the lie 
was passed as courteously as the circum- 
stances would allow. 

“We're not running the schools for our 
employés,” said Mr. Spiegel.

Action May Result in 100 Quit- 
ting the University. 


CAPE BY PROHIBITION. 


General Walk Out Threatened Because 
of Faculty’s Decision. 


Stanford University, Cal., March 25.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Fiorty-one of the most prominent 


students here received notice of dismissal to- 


day because of the part they took in the 
demonstration againet the enforcement of 


prohibition on the campus, 

Among these are four varsity captaina. 
Aside from these 102 men receive penalties 
of from five to ten hours, which they wilt be 
forced to make up. The result will thet fully 
100 men will not return to the university and

It is doubtful if the faculty could have 
achieved more unpopularity had it suspended 
the entire 259 men who took part in the pa- 
rade. 

Nearly every man in the parade emphati-

He 
adviges a general walkout as an expression 
of the student opinion and feeling is so strong 
tonight that this may take place. 

What especially angers the students is 
that President Jordan should have appointed 
a fanatical prohibitionist as the head of the 
student affairs committee. They assert no 
justice or fair play could be expected from 
this man who fs now In supreme control.

JUNE SPIRIT ABOUT SHOW. 


Exhibition Warmly Praised by Large 
‘ Number in Attendance.

It's pretty near an even fight—this battle 
of the roges which opened last night at the 
Art institute under the direction of the Amer- 
ican Rose society. At this moment, probably, 
the east has a shade the better of it, but dhe 
west may more than even up this morning. 
That's whet the westerners say. ; 

The people who love roses—and that’s 
everybody—should take advantage of this 
opportunity and go to see the show of the 
finest roses ever exhibited in America. I 
dont know how to express myself for what 
the rose society has shown us today. Never 
were so mary roses gotten together un 
one roof; never were there so many perfect 
flowers; and never was there so much appre- 
ctation. 

The June rose spirit pervades the exhibi- 
tion. The promises of exhibiters have more 
than materialized. Some extra displays 
which are delightful are the cut flowers of the 
genuine Cherokee roses from Loulsana, 
shown by Manda of New York. He also 
shows a rose with double green flowers—a 
genuine St. Patrick day expression. 


New Jersey Sends New Rose. 


From New Jersey comes a gem of a rose 
named Newport Fairy, a most charming 
flower. The flowers are single, about an 
inch in diameter, of a bright rose yellow 
color in the center, in bunches of from sixty 
to 100 flowers on each stem. This rose is 
hardy and will grow ten or more feet in a 
season, 

Then there are pigmy roses in one inch 
pots, with four or more flowers in each, and 
there are roses on trees twelve feet high, 
emothered with red and white and yellow 
flowers. All the new roses were mentioned 
in Tur Tamms of yesterday.

BY PRIMARY VOTE 


Law and Order League Has 
Comprehensive Plan to 
Elect Its Friends. 


WILL LIST THE VOTERS. 


Then Urges Followers to Work 
Through Their Respective 
Parties. 


A step looking toward the control of Chi- 
cago’s elective offices by domination of the 
primaries has been made by the Chicago Law 
and Order league. It embraces the bringing 
together of all men in the various 
parties who stand, as the league puts it, “ for 
good government.” 3 

The scheme is a large one. A committee of 
the organization, which is arranging the pre- 
liminary work, proposes to Hst the name of 
every voter in Chicago who is believed to be 
in sympathy with the objecta of the move- 
ment. These are being classified ac- 
cording to wards and precincts. 

Bach voter that signed the petition against 
the placing of the Sunday question on the 
little ballot will be considered for member- 
ship in the new organisation. Pastors of 
churches, of all religious and semi- 

zations, and many others are 
being to send in names of those who 
should be members of the association. 


Voters to Stay in Own Parties. 

it is not expected that these voters will 
leave the political parties with which they are 
now affiliated. When the time is ready the 
members will be notified of a general meeting 
in each ward. The object of the organization 
will then be outlined. Afterward they will 
separate into the political group to which the 
member belongs. 

It will then be the duty of the group to see 
at the primary that men who stand for good 
government are n as candidates. 
Bach group may agree upon a different man— 
that is, the republican group may agree upon 
a republican, the democratic group upon a 
democrat, and prohibitionists upon a prohi- 
bitionist. 

“In this way we shall have all good candi- 
dates, said T. J. Owen, the originator of the 
plan and a member of the Law and Order 

last night. 

„It is not proposed to do the work of the 
Municipal Voters’ league. The Municipal 
Voters’ league now investigates the records 
of the candidates and makes recommende- 
tions accordingly. By our plan we propose 
that the voters themselves shail do their own 
investigating and, more than that, they shall 
take an interest in the primary elections that 
they have never taken under the old system 
and shall see that the right sort of men are 
nominated. 

“Our plan involves a heavy expense. It 
means that with a tabulated card system 4 
large force of help will be required. But if 
any real good is ever going to come to Chi- 
eago these men who stand for the best must 
be ready for a sacrifice, and it is upon them 
that the burden Hes. 


Next Hiection Too Soon. 


The new movement will not attempt to af- 
fect the April elections. The preliminary 
work has only begun. Then the primary law 
does not go into effect until July 1 and it is 
under the new law that the organization sees 
hope for its work. 

A J" Davis is the chairman of the commit- 
tee of the Law end Order league that is 
pushing the new movement.

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Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Spectal.]— 
Amendment of the anti-trust law to legalize 
* good ’"’ combinations, enactment of a new 
employers’ liability law to include the fed- 
eral government among the employers, in- 
hibition of boycotts and biacklists, correc- 
tion of abuse of the injunction, action look- 
ing to the revision of the tariff, and provision 
for the improvement of the nation’s water- 
Ways were among the things demanded of 
congress by President Roosevelt in a special 
message from the executive read in both 
houses today. 

In discussing legislation in behalf of labor 
and édabor unions, the president said that 
Strikes were legal weapons, and the right of 
Wage earners to combine peaceably to se- 
ure their rights as against unreasonable 
employers should not be assaked. At the 
same time he urged the importance of re- 
preasing violence and crime, part of the 
program of men on strike. 

Another matter of vast import to organ- 
ized labor was the demand for revision 
of the laws governing injunctions. Under 
the plan urged by the president no restrain- 


ing order could be issued without due no- 


tice; a temporary injunction, gould not be 
Allowed to drag indefinitely na contempt 
sentences could not be imposed by the en- 
joining magistrate except in flagrant cases. 


Text of the Message. 

The following is the text of the message: 

To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives: I call your attention to certain meas- 
ures as to which I think there should be ac- 
tion by the congress before the close of the 
present session. There is ample time for 
their consideration. 

As regards most if not all of the matters, 
bills have been introduced into one or the 
other of the two houses, and it is not too 


much to hope that action will be taken one 


Way or the other on these bills at the pres- 
ent session. 

In my message at the opening of the pres- 
ent session, and, indeed, in various messages 
to previous congresses, I have repeatedly 
Suggested action on most of these measures. 


Wants Child Labor Law. 


Child labor should be prohibited through- 
out the nation. At least a model child labor 
bill should be passed for the District of 
Columbia. 

It is unfortunate that in the one place 
solely dependent upon congress for its leg 
lation there should be no law whatever to 
protect children by forbidding or regulating 
their labor. 

lL renew my recommendation for the imme- 
@iate reénactment of an employers’ liability 
law, drawn to conform to the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme court. : 

Within the Umits indicated by the court, 
the law shouid be made thorough and com- 
préhensive, and the protection it affords 
should embrace every class of employé to 
which the power of the congress can ex- 
In addition to a liability law protecting the 
employés of common carriers, the govern- 
ment should show its good faith by — 
a further law giving compensation to its 
own employes for injury or death incurred 
in its service. 

It is a reproach to us as a nation that in 
both federal and state legislation we have 
afforded less protection to public and private 
employés than any other industrial country 
M the world.’ 1 


Denounces Injunction Abuse. 


I also urge that action be taken along the 
line of the recommendations I have already 
made concerning Injunctions in labor dis- 
putes. 

No temporary restraining ‘order should be 
issued by any court without notice, and the 
petition for a permanent injunction upon 
which such temporary restraining order has 
been issued should be heard by the court 
issuing the same within a reasonable time 
gay, not to exceed a week or thereabouts 
from the date when the order was issued. 

It is worth considering whether it would 
mot give greater popular confidence in the 
impattiality of sentences for contempt if 
it was required that the issue should be de- 
cided by anothler judge than the one issuing 
the injunction, except where the contempt 
{fg committed in the presence of the court, or 
im other case of urgency. 


Anti-Trust Law Change Urged. 

I again call attention to the urgent need 
of amending the interstate commerce law 
and especially the anti-trust law along the 
lines indicated in my last message. 

The interstate commerce law should be 
amended so as to give railroads the right 
to make traffic agreements, subject to these 
agreements being approved by the inter- 
state commerce commission and published in 
all of their details. 

The commission should aleo be given the 
power to make public and to pass upon the 
issuance of all securities hereafter issued 
by railroads doing an interstate commerce 
business. 

A law sh be passed providing in effect 
that wh federal court determines to 
place a common carrier or other public util- 
ity concern under the control of a receiver- 
ship the attorney general should have the 
right to nominate at least one of the receiy- 
ers; or else in some other way the interests 
of the stockholders should be consulted, so 
that the management may not be wholly re- 
delivered to the man or men the failure of 
whose policy may have necessitated the cre- 
ation of — receivership. 

Receiverships should be used not to op- 


erate roads, but as speedily as possible to 


pay their debits and return them to the prop- 
er owners. :

The law should not affect pending suits; 
a short statute of limitations should be pro- 
vided, so far as the past is concerned, not to 
exceed a year. 

Moreover, and even more in the interest of 
labor than of business combinations, all 
such sults brought for causes of action here- 
tofore occurred should be brought only if 
the contract complained of was unfair or un- 
reasonable. 

It may be well to remember that all of the 
suits hitherfo brought by the government 
under the anti-trust law have been in cases 
where the combination or contract was in 
fact unfair, unreasonable, and against the 
public interest. 


Strike a Legal Weapon. 


It is important that we should encourage 
trade agreements between employer and em- 
ployé where they are just and falr. Astrike 
is a clumsy weapon for righting wrongs 
done to labor, and we should extend, so far 
as possible, the process of conciliation and 
arbitration as a — strikes. 
Moreover, violence, disorder, and coercion, 
when committed in connection with strikes, 
should be as promptly and as sternly re- 
pressed as when committed in any other con- 
nection. 

But strikes themselves are and should be 
recognized to be entirely legal. Combina- 
tions of workingmen have a peculiar reason 
for their existence. 

The wealthy individual employer, and still 
more the wealthy corporation, stand at an 
enormous advantage when compared to the 
individual workingman; and, while there are 
many cases where it may not be necessary 
for laborers to form a union, in many other 
cases it is indispensable, for otherwise the 
thousands of small units, the thousands of 
individual workingmen, will be left helpless 
in their dealings with the one big unit, the 
big individual or corporate employer. 


Hits Boycott and Blacklist. 


The right of employers to combine and 
contract with one another and with their 
employés should be explicitly recognized; 
and so should the right of the employés to 
combine and to contract: with one another 
and with the employers, and to seek peace- 
ably to persuade others to accept their 
views, and to strike for the purpose of peace- 
aliy obtaining from employers satisfactory 
terms for their labor.

Postal Banks Needed. 


The question of financial! legislation is now 
receiving such attention fn both houses that 
we have a right to expect action before the 
close of the session. 

Moreover,.action should be taken to es- 
tabjish postal savings banka. These postal 
savings banks are imperatively needed for 
the bénefit of the wage workers and men of 
small means, and will be a valuable adjunct 
to our whole financial system. 


Tariff Revision Urged. 


The time has come when we should pre- 
pare for a revision of the tariff. This should 
be, and indeed must be, preceded by careful 
investigation. 

It is peculiarly the province of the congress 
and not of the president, and indeed pe- 
cullarly the province of the house of repre- 
sentatives, to originate a tariff bill and to 
determine upon its terme; and this 1 fully 
realize. 

Yet it seems to me that before the close of 
this session provision should be made for 
collecting full material which will enable 
the congress elected next fall to act imme- 
diately after it comes into existence. 

I'am of the opinion, however, that one 
change in the tariff could with advantage be 
made forthwith. Our forests need every 
protection, and one meth of protecting 
them would be to put upoff the free list 
wood pulp, with a corresponding reduction 
upon paper made from wood pulp, when they 
come from any country that does not put an 
export duty upon them. 


Waterway Needs Recalled. 


Ample provision should be made for a per- 
manent waterways commission, with what- 
ever power is required to make it effective. 

The congress should recognize in fullest 
fashion the fact that the subject of the con- 
servation of our natural resources, With 
Which this commission deals, is literally 
vital for the future of the nation. 

Numerous bills granting water power 
rights on navigable streams have been in- 
troduced. None of them gives the govern- 
ment the right to make a reasonable charge 
for the valuable privileges so granted, in 
spite of the fact that these water power 
privileges are equivalent to many thousands 
of acres of the best coal lands for their pro- 
duction of power. Nor is any definite time 
Umit set, as should always be done in such 
cases.

ALDRICH BILL PUSHED ALONG 


Senate Makes Good Progress in Dispos- 
ing of Amendments Offered by Mem- 
bers—Finance Committee to Rule. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—A good deal 
of progress was made by the senate today in 
disposing of proposed amendments to the 
Aldrich. currency bill ‘ 

It was evident throughout the session that 
the bill will be perfected in the form ap- 
proved by the finance committee, as no prop- 
osition that failed to receive the sanction 
of the committee received any substantial 
support. 

The amendments reported by the commit- 
tee were all adopted without opposition, and 
then one senator after another offered addi- 
tional amendments, which, except in the 
cases of one proposed by Senator Du Pont 
and one by Senator Lodge, were voted down. 

Senator Du Pont's amendment provided 
that during the first six months the emer- 
gency currency is out interest shall be paid 
at the rate of one-half of 1 per cent per 
month and after six months at the rate of 
three-fourths of 1 per cent per month. 

Mr. Aldrich said this amendment would be 
accepted by the committee, and it was agreed 
to. The amendment by Mr. Lodge admitted 
bonds of the insular government of Porto 
Rico as a basis for the emergency currency, 


WILFLEY GETS HOT ROAST, 
BUT DODGES IMPEACHMENT. 


House Committee Flays Shanghai Judge 
for Despotism in Office—Jurist to 
Push Case Further. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—The sub- 
committee of the house judiciary committee 
appointed to investigate the charges against 
Judge L. R. Wilfley of the United States 
court for China at Shanghai, on charges of 
misconduct in office, today submitted its re- 
port, 

The report does not recommend impeach- 
ment, but censures Judge Wilfiey for harsh- 
ness on the bench and ignorance of the law. 
A lively debate followed the presentation 
of the report in the full committee, some 
members declaring that Wilfley should be 
impeached. Mr. Clayton of Alabama entered 
a motion for impeachment and said if the 
committee failed to accept it he would move 
it on the floor of the house. 

The charges were brought by Lorin An- 
drews and other American lawyers living 


in Shanghai. 


The report is in the nature of a verdict 
holding. Judge Wilfley guiltless of the bad 
motives necessary to a legal cause for im- 
peachment, but finding him guilty—though 
more by inference than direct accusation— 
of high handedness and harshness and some 
serious mistakes in the conduct of his court. 

Representative Denby of Michigan, who 
has acted as counsel for Judge Wilfiey, says 
the judge insists on tither impeachment pro- 
ceedings or exoneration, and is not disposed 
to accept as conclusive the action of the 
subcommittee. It is understood Representa- 
tive Denby has asked permission to speak 
against the adoption of the report.

It may not contain the frovision suggested 
by the president for the payment of dam-

They are comparatively few in number and 
congress is afraid of creating a bureau of 
claims on behalf of protected government em- 
ployés who would be, it is feared, trumping 
up all sorts of claims for damages for in- 
juries supposed to have been suffered in the 
line of their public work. 

There is a disposition to protect the rail- 
way mall clerks and others who suffer from 
sudden accidents for which the government 
itself is not responsible, but congress is more 
likely to fasten this responsibility upon the 
railroads than upon the government itself. 

For some particular reason the railroads do 
not seem to be as anxious to secure the priv- 
Hege of pooling as one might suppose. There 
is no apparent demand on their part that 
congress should take immediate action along 
the lines suggested by the president. 


Rail Planks Personal View. 


The belief is therefore growing that his 
recommendation fora law permitting pooling 
has been repeated so persistently because he 
wants to emphasize his spirit toward the 
railroads. i 

In the same way he proposes to relieve the 
railroad company of responsibility for the 
existence of traffic arrangements under the 
anti-trust law: The fact is that no ordinary 
traffic agreement has ever been successfully 
prosecuted and the president called atten- 
tion to that fact, as he says it is well to 
remember that all of the suits. hitherto 
brought by the government under the anti- 
trust law have been in cases where the com- 
bination or contract was in fact unfair, un- 
reasonable, and against the public interest. 

Congress may pass a pooling law at the 
present session. There is no special senti- 
ment against it and if the railroads exert 
themselves they can secure this legislation at 
the present time without much difficulty. 


Anti-Trust Plans Puzzling. 

There was a good deal of quiet discussion 
today of the renewed recommendations made 
by President Roosevelt regarding the amend- 
ment of the anti-trust law. 

The Hepburn bill is now before the judiciary 
committee. It is almost impossible that it 
should be passed by both houses of congress 
at the present session. 

Most of the members are in harmony with 
the suggestion of the president and the difi- 
culties are administrative and constitutional. 
A great many members of the house think 
that there is no possible way in which the 
federal government can intervene, either to 
protect or prevent a combination which af- 
fects purely local interest. 

It was this fact which caused the reference 
of the Hepburn bill to the judiciary commit- 
tee. 

The lawvers of the house—and most of 
the members are lawyers—are far from be- 
ing prepared to admit that thereis any ques- 
tion of interstate commerce involved in the 
mere existence of a corporate organization, 
whether it is in restraint of trade or not. 

They are particularly dubious about the 
su@gestion that the bureau of corporations 
or some similiar government body shouid 
have the right to determine whether a given 
contract was in restraint of trade or not. 

The lawyers say that such power is not at 
all ministerial, but that it is wholly judicial, 
and they believe that a law of this character 
would be declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme court because it would grant dis- 


tinct judicial power to an executive depart- 


ment of the government.

MONEY FOR MINE PAY ROLL. 


Two Suspects Are Under Arrest: 
Bravery Foils Bank Raid. 


Bloomington, III, March 26.—({Speciai.}— 
Frank Frorer Fr., one of the wealthiest res- 
identa of central Endo and president of 
the First National bank of Lincoln, wae 
slugged by two bandits on one of the busiest 
streets of that city at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon and robbed of $5,000 in gold, silver, and 
bills, He was carrying the money in small 
boxes in a wagon to the mine of the Lincoln 
Coal company. It was to be used tn paying 
off the employés tomorrow. 

The robbers jumped into a buggy, and, 
guarded by a pal who was in waiting, the 
three drove rapidly away. Several miles in 
the country they abandoned the rig and took 
to the woods. 


‘ Banker Unguarded on Trip. 

Mr. Frorer has been in the habit of carry- 
ing money in this manner for many years. 
He always made the trip alone and was un- 
guarded when the attack took place this 
afternoon. When he reached Third and 
Maple streets, within one block of the office 
of the coal company, he saw two men stand- 
ing near the street intersection. He was not 
suspicious, and even when one of the men 
jumped upon the step at the side of the wagon 
as if to ride he had no thought of robbery. 
Suddenly the man drew a club from his 
pocket and struck the banker a blow upon the 
head. The other men ran to the vehicle and 
threw the wagon seat on the victim as be lay 
half senseless on the pavement, having fallen 
from the wagon after being struck. The men 
then picked up the money and ran with it to 
their buggy, two blocks distant. One man 
carried @ shotgun or rife. The money and 
gun were thrown into the buggy and the 
horse was lashed to its fastest gait. ' 


‘Two Men Under Arrest. 

Late tonight Sheriff Devine and posse 
captured two suspects five miles east of Lin- 
coln. The man with the money was not with 
them, and the prisoners refused to tell who 
he was or where he went. The men captured 
were Blink Fifield of Springfield, III., a coal 
miner who has been employed at President 
Frorer’s mine, and John Smith, evidently a 
fake name, who said he was from the state 
of Washington and did not reach Lincoln 
until yesterday. 

The rig used by the robbers was hired at a 
local livery barn Yor the purpose, as stated, 
of driving to Griggs’ station, ten miles north, 


Butcher Foils Bank Robbers. 

Danville, II., March 2.—([Special.)—The 
bravery of J. W. Daly, a butcher, oocupying 
a room over the Bank of Chrisman, in that 
town, saved it from being looted early this 
morning. Daly was awakened by the rob- 
bers forcing the front door of the bank. After 
entering the bank they went upstairs, where 
one looked over the transom and saw Daly, 
who was lying on the floor feigning sleep, with 
A revolver ready. They then broke in the 
door and began firing at the butcher, who 
took refuge behind a folding bed and returned 
the fire until his cartridges were exhausted. 
The robbers” ammunition also was exhausted 
and they fied from the building, leaving a 
trail of blood, showing one had been hit.

‘Chairman Says Tariff Action | 


Wonld Add to Presidential

New York, March 25.—(Special.J—The 
American Newspaper Publishers’ associa- 
tion’s effort to obtain legislation by con- 
gress to put print paper and wood pulp on 
the free list hae received a setback through 
the refusal of the ways and means committee 
to give the association a hearing. 

Herman Ridder, president of the publishers’ 
organization, who recently wrote to Chair- 
man Sereno K. Payne asking a hearing, to- 
day made public the latter’s reply denying 
the request. 


Payne’s Letter of Refusal. 

Chairman Payne's letter follows: 

The majority of the committee determined 
early in the session that it would not be 
wise to enter upon a revision of the tariff 
this year, because such action would add to 
the uncertainty and disquiet always caused 
by a presidential election. 

“They also had in mind the disturbance 
caused by the recent panic. To avoid all agi- 
tation, they decided they would have no hear- 
inge upon any subject effecting the tariff 
rates. 

“After receiving your letter I again talked 
with a majority of the members of the com- 
mittee, and they adhered to their opinion. I 
therefore feel authorised to say to you there 
will be no hearings upon tariff rates until 
after the presidential election.

LEGISLATION ASKED FOR. 3 

President Roosevelt's latest message ls 
addressed exclusively to congress and not 
to the people. It deals only with ques- 
tions of legislation and does not refer to 
the “malefactors of great wealth.” 
Therefore it will not be read with so 
much pained interest as that of Jan. 81. 
It is a summary of measures which he 
thinks congress has ample time to dispose 
of during the present session. They are 
all subjects to which he has called its 
attention on previous occasions and with 
which it is familiar. 

Some of the things on the president's 
legislative program are highly controver- 
sial. Probably he does not anticipate a. 
tion on all bis recommendetions, and will 
be satisfied if only a part of them re- 
ceive attention. Possibly there is an un- 
derstanding: with the congressiona! leaders 
as to what is to be accomplished. 

The leaders are in a more accommodat- 
ing mood than they were at the begin- 
ning of the session. Then they were op- 
posed to any legislation outside the appro- 
priation bills, except an emergency curren- 
cy measure. They argued that a’ policy of 
legislative inaction would be much safer 
on the eve of a presidential election than 
a policy of legislative activity with the 
possibility of enacting some law that 
might cost the party votes. They are un- 
derstood’ to have abandoned that posi- 
tion. 

Congressmen are impatient to get away 
from Washington as soon as they can, but 
there is abundant time for them to dispose 
of several of the subjects on the presi- 
dent’s slate. It ought to be possible to 
pass almost by common consent an em- 
ployers’ liability law and one giving com- 
pensation to employés injured or killed in 
the service of the government. Amending 
the anti-trust law, which nearly every- 
body admits should be amended in some 
respects, will not be so easy a task. Yet 
congress should be able to find time in 
which to do it, bearing in mind, however, 
the sole negative recommendation in the 
president's message. It is that nothing 
should be done to legalize either a black- 
list or a boycott that would be illegal at 
common law.” 

There are many men in congress who 
wish to be at home looking after their 
personal political interests. A higher 
duty demands their presence at the capi- 
tal. The session should not close without 
well considered legislation on a number 
ot the topics mentioned by the president. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE IN CHICAGO. 


A judge of the Municipal court who is 
influenced by his emotions rather than 
the law says that too many men are “ rail- 
roaded through” to the penitentiary and 
that it is time for the people of Chicago 
o “rise in their might” and puta stop 
to it. This is indeed a novel complaint. 
For years the people have been protest- 
ing against the law's delays. They have 
seen the jail full of men who have been 
kept there for months when they should 
have been given a speedy trial and sent 
to the penitentiary. The sense of justice 
ot the community has been outraged 
again and again by the intolerably long 
interval between the trial and conviction 
of some criminal and his being put to 
work at Joliet. The court records do not 
confirm the aesertion that men are being 
sent to Joliet with extraordinary and un- 
just dispatch, 

If the people of Chicago were to “ rise 
in their might at this time it would be 
to demand a more rigid enforcement of 
the criminal law and greater celerity in 
the trial and viction of criminals so 
that the n of the Joliet peniten- 
tiary might be materially increased and 
that of Chicago diminished. The people 
would also “rise in their might” if they 
had any idea that the legislature would 
enact a law leaving it to the discretion -of 
a judge to parole a man guilty of a first 
offense "’—the first offense” being en- 
tering a dwelling house by night or point- 
ing a pistol at somebody in the street and 
ordering him to hand over his money. 

Prison officials have been given author- 
ity to parole such fellows if, after watch- 
ing their behavior for a year or more, they 
are satisfied that they can be let loose 
with safety. Every now and then the 
officials make grave mistakes. They do 
not make one mistake where a wildly 
sentimental judge with power to parole 
would make a hundred. The “first of- 
tense a man is arraigned for is the first 
he was caught at but usually not the first 
he has committed. A judge who believed 
in the wonder working efficacy of the 
parole system would not fake that fact 
into consideration byt would turn him 
loose if he promised be good and wept 
a little, 

Winen there is evidence which goes to 
show that a man has committed a felony 
a grand fury should pass on the case first. 
If it finds a true bill a petit jury should 
hear the evidence and determine the man's 
fate. If there is to be any paroling let it 
be done by the prison authorities and not 
by some amiable and easily deceived 
judge. 

The methods of administering criminal 
law in Chicago are often palpably unfair 
to the community. That they are unfair 
to men charged with crime has been as- 
serted but not proved. 


THE POLITICAL DRIFT IN ENGLAND. 


The effect of the sharp reversal of party 
fortunes met by the liberals in the by- 
election in Peckham is mitigated by the 
fact that the district has been normally 
conservative. During the liberal landslide 
it went the way of many another con- 
servative stronghold, but im the election 
preceding it gave a conservative majority 
of 1,800 odd. 

Nevertheless such a swing of the pendu- 
lum as is now shown is not to be ignored, 
and, taken with the conservative victories 
and gains shown at other recent by- 
elections, indicates the inevitable reflux 
of popular favor away from the ins 
toward the “outs.” It probably indi- 
cates something deeper and more danger- 
ous to liberal power than that familiar 
political phenomenon of reaction. This 
the liberal press plainly shows by the in- 
creasing anxiety revealed in its comment. 

The Peckham district is inhabited by 
the poorer strata of the middle class and 
by workmen. An analysis of the causes of 
conservative success is not yet possible, 
but the temperance question has obviously 
heen a prominent issue, if not the para- 
mount one. The government's licensing 
bill is one of the several measures which 
claim the ardent support of a consider- 
able part of the Iſberal following, but, on 
the other hand, has the enmity of * 
part.

constituent minority within one of the 
present organizations. : 

But this would be a hazardous de- 
parture. English politics is not yet ready 
for the bloe system. Besides, those lib- 
erals, however uncomfortable they may 
feel over the wishes of their radical allies, 
are likely to conclude that the pressing 
issue is free trade. And they will get 
what consolation they can from the hope 
that their chances of checking radical so- 
cial measures are as good in the liberal 
ranks as in the conservative. 

Yet the clash of contending interests is 
weakening or diverting the fighting ardor 
of the liberals, while hope renewed is 
strengthening their opponents. An appeal 
to the country is not likely to come with- 
in the year, but it probably will come 
with the end of the session.

During the few months that she spent in 
the lunatic asylum before obtaining her lib- 
eration her mother, old Mrs. Thomas Nay- 
lor Leyland, widow of the millionaire ship- 
owner of the Leyland line of steamers, ob- 
tained an order from the courts intrusting 
her with the custody of her granddaughters. 

But her daughter was no sooner out of the 
esylum than she instituted proceedings 
against her mother, bringing all sorts of evi- 
dence to show that the latter was not a fit 
person to be intrusted with the education of 
young girls, being half crazy and given up 
to spiritualistic fads and fancies. 

So extraordinary was the evidence pre- 
sented by the daughter against the mother 
and by the mother againat the daughter that 
the courts finally decided that neither of the 
two women was a fit guardian of the young 
Chetwynd girls, and accordingly assigned 
them to the care of an elderly member of the 
Leyland family, Mr. Christopher John Ley- 
land of Haggerston castle, Northumberland. 

Before they had been there for more than 
a couple of years Mrs. Chetwynd made a des- 
perate attempt to abduct her daughters, and, 
having chartered a yacht, awaited them at 
Beal, a point on the Northumberland coast, 
to which they were to be brought from the 
castle by those whom she employed to assist 
her in the affair. 

It is only fair to mention that the young | 
girls, who are devoted to their mother and 
were unhappy at gloomy old Haggerston 
castle, remote from everything and from 
everywhere, were only too anxious to be ab- 
ducted and to get away to Paris with their 
mother, beyond the reach of the arm of the 
English law. 

Through indiscretion and treachery, how- 
ever, the plot for their abduction came to 
grief; and while Mrs. Chetwynd's confeder- 
ates were arrested and sentenced to terms of 
penal servitude on the charge of abduction, 
she herself managed to escape on board her 
yacht and to reach the continent.

This happened some three or four years 
ago, and only last month Mrs. Chetwynd, 
who has ever since been living in Paris as an 
outlaw, with a warrant out for her arrest in 
the event of her setting foot on English soil, 
succeeded in securing a withdrawal of the 
warrant, and is now free once more to return 
to England without danger of imprisonment. 

Of course, in her case the only charge for 
which she could have been held was that of 
contempt of court. 

It was different, however, with those whom 
she had employed to assist her in the escape 
of her daughters from Haggerston castle. 

For they had rendered themselves guilty of 
abduction, which is a felony, entailing penal 
servitude. “ 

The elder of Mrs. Chetwynd's daughters is 
now 18 years of age, and the younger on the 
road to 17. 

So that it will not be long before they will 
be able to emancipate themselves from the 
guardianship of the master of Haggerston 
castle and to join their mother. 

That is to say, unless some fresh misfor- 
tune overtakes the latter. For something 
like a curse seems to pursue the Naylor Ley- 
land family, to which she belongs by birth. 

For her father, old Tom Leyland, the friend 
and most munificent patron of Whistler, died 
in a most tragic manner in 1886, being acc!i- 
dentally killed by his only son, Herbert, while 
out deerstalking in the highlands. 

The tragedy blighted the whole subsequent 
life of the unfortunate son, who had thus, to 
hig bitter grief, become a parricide. 

But somehow or another it never seemed to 
appeal to frivolous worldly London society 
in a serious light. 

In fact, people were actually inclined to 
make a joke of the affair, and endowed Sir 
Herbert with the cruel name of Bagdad 
Leyland,” which stuck to him to the end of 
his days.

Sir Herbert married Miss Jeanie Chamber 
laln of Cleveland, O., famous for her beauty, 
and died suddenly and prematurely in 1899, 
not long after having been created a baronet; 
and the year before last, it may be recalled, 
the newspapers on both sides of the Atlantic 
were filled with stories of the precautions 
which the American widowed Lady Naylor 
Leyland, and also the police authorities, had 
considered it necessary to adopt in order to 
insure the safety of her two boys, now at 
Eton, and who were understood to be threat- 
ened with injury. or abduction from some 
mysterious source. 

The elder of the boys is now in his 18th 
year, has inherited his father’s baronetcy, 
and is a godson of the king. The younger 
boy, George, is a godson of the prince of 
Wales and of the late duke of Cambridge. 

The Chetwynd family likewise seems to be 
pursued by some strange fate. It is famous 
not only for the antiquity of its lineage, 
which extends back in an unbroken line to 
Adam de Chetwynd, lord of Chetwynd, who 
figured in the history of the twelfth century, 
but also for the extraordinary number of oc- 
casions on which it has engaged the atten- 
tion of the law courts, especially those of 
divorce. 

Among the divorces to its credit are those 
of the marchioness of Anglesey, who was 
Mise Lillian Chetwynd until her marriage 
to the late Lord Anglesey of footlight and 
jewel fame, her divorce being pronounced by 
the late Lord St. Helier, who for many years 
presided over the divorce court, as having 
been the most extraordinary and unique that 
had ever come before him. 

Then there was that Isabella Chetwynd 
who, after being divorced by Mr. Poole of 
Marbury hall, Salop, married the late 
Viscount Combermere, the co-respondent in 
the case.

Dick Chetwynd's death recalis an odd suit 
which took place some time prior to his di- 
vorce and in which the plaintiff was a man of 
the name of Straus. 

Engaged in the wine business, he first made 
the acquaintance of the Chetwynds by selling 
them a few dozens of wine. It was not long 
before the man, whose social ambitions were 
only equaled by his vulgarity, was dining 
with the Hon. Dick and Mrs. Chetwynd and 
a constant guest at their house, rendering 
himself useful both to husband and wife by 
doing little jobs for them in the city, such as 
buying and selling stocks, etc. 

In course of time Mrs. Chetwynd got tired 
of Mr. Straus. Perhaps his vulgarity and 
presumption ended by palling upon her, or 
perhaps she found some less objectionable 
factotum to do her little jobs whenever she 
felt like a flyer on the stock exchange. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Straus was no longer 
invited to dinmer, and when he called at Mrs. 
Chetwynd's house he was invariably in- 
formed that she was not at home.’ 

Exceedingly disgusted and annoyed, he 
thereupon resorted to the form of revenge 
which most naturally suggested itself to him. 
He sent her a bill for all the wine that had 
been supplied to her husband and which had 
remained unpaid.

Judge Cleland took issue again with his 
fellow judges. He said that he knew he 
had a right to parole for misdemeanors and 
that that part of the report which dealt with 
felonies was incorrect, 

—e- 


In explaining his report Judge Gemmill 
addressed a letter to Judge Cleland. The 
letter stated that the judges of the Municipal 
court could not afford to remain silent and 
allow the court to de committed to an illegal 
practice. It stated also that there is a parole 
bill pending before the legislature to which 
every judge of the court had given his assent 
with the exception of Ju Cleland. Judge 
Gemmill declared that a law which gave a 
judge the power to parole any and all of- 
fenders was dangerous in the extreme. He 
continued: 

“I have been led to believe from your fre- 
quent public. utterances that you favored 
the paroling of men found guilty of having 
committed crimes if in your judgment there 
no longer existed any reason or necessity 
for their imprisonment. If I am in error in 
this regard I think your public speeches 
have been misieading. In one of your pub 
lic apeeches I heard you use language sub- 
stantially as follows: 

A young fellew was brought before me. He was 
one of a gang of brigands who rented a flat and 
made nightly depredations on the neighbors. The 
police surrounded the place and captured the boys. 
I talked with him, and he promiped that he would 
behave himself and take care of his mother. I al- 
lowed him to go on his own recognizance. 

“You stated that the crowning achieve- 
ment of your parole system was the fact that 
you had saved these men and women from 
crime and. shame and had made them up- 
right and honorable citizéns, etc. When I 
observe that of these saved Rivers 87 were 
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charged with assault and ttery, 64 with 
petty larceny, 84 with wife ahd child aban- 
donment, etc., I am led to wonder what was 
the nature of the transformation that took 
place in them. 

We have an excellent parole law ap- 
plicable to wife and child abandonment. 
All the judges of this county have for years 
been enforcing this parole law. I find, how- 
ever, upon obeerving the record of your 
eighty-four cases paroled that instead of 
following the law you have discharged nearly 
all of the offenders after a period of from 
one to six, seven, or eight months. 

„Well meaning men and women are often 
moved to exclaim: ‘ Give the poor unfor- 
tunate criminal who has been caught another 
chance,’ but when this criminal happens to 
be a highway robber or a midnight burglar 
it is well to remember that such as these 
seldom reform, and the next chance is apt 
to mean the murder of a faithful policeman 
at his post of duty or of some slumbering 
citizen, all unconscious of his danger. Other 
well meaning citizens sometimes say both in 
public and in private that if your parole sys- 
tem is not legal it ought to be. I want. 
therefore, to be put on record as saying that 
your system is not only wholly illegal but 
that it ought to remain legal.“ 
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Here is the most important result of Judge 
Gemmill's search through the records in 
Judge Cleland’s court. The first is the name 
of a prisoner, then date of arrest, en dis- 
position of case:

The same discouraging state 
l affairs exists throughout the country, 
edudging from what cash dealers had to say 
about the demand for wheat. Some of the 
local cash men declared it was impossible 
o get any sort of bid out of millers, to say 
Nene of being able to carry on negotiations 
hat would permit of any business being ac- 
mplished. As for the export demand, none 
Hate ver existed except for durum. The - 
turdity of trying to put up prices for a com- 
Modity that was so little wanted became 
manifest to the longs; who sold freely.. In 
of the lethal state of the cash market, 
primary receipts had the appearance of more 
than sufficient liberality. The spring wheat 
movement did not make such a large showing 
as on the corresponding day last year, but 
free offerings of winter wheat were*reported 
at Minneapolis. . 


Crop News Is Plentiful 


The trade was treated to a generous quan- 
tity of crop news. Nearly all the messages 
from Kansas agreed that rains would prove 
most beneficial. The more reliable advices 
stated that the crop is not really suffering 
from a lack of moisture, but a thorough 
wetting down would do much good,improving 
the appearance of the top growth. A few dis- 
patches that were sent in with the evident 
intention of alarming the trade as much as 
Possible drew a less hopeful picture of the 
outlook. The ground had me go dry, 
some of the alarmists said, that high winds 
had actually blown the soll away. from the 
roots. leaving the plant to wither and fade 
away. Blinding dust clouds, they said, were 
traversing the state of Kansas. These re- 
ports, as a rule, were so ridiculous as to 
defeat their purpose. The “entomologists ” 
had less to say in to insect damage, 
though one member of the fraternity, who has 
been seeing “green bugs everywhere in 
his travels, wired that millions of those 
destroyers are herding along the route he 
had taken to Ponca City, Okla. 

The “no rain in Kansas talk, which no 
doubt had been exaggerated for their special 
benefit, served to frighten the shorts in the 
Liverpool market, and closing cables record- 
ed an advance of %@%d abroad. The large 
offerings of Argentine wheat, however, re- 
acted as a restraining influence, and the bull- 
ish feeling in futures did not extend to the 
spot market. The demand for cargoes con- 
tinued slow. 


Corn Weakens Near Close. 


Corn was firm until well along in the ses- 
sion when it turned weak tn sympathy with 
wheat. The close was %c to % lower. The 
early rally brought out quite liberal offering 
from holders with profits and the bull lead- 
ers exhibited less willingness to support the 
market. The bears sold short with more 
show of courage in the latter part of the 
session. Country offerings were a. little 
larger than of late, but not enough to sug- 
gest any material increase in the movement. 
Farmers are too busily engaged in field work 
to take the time to haul their corm to mar- 
ket despite the high price inducements held 
out to then. The offerings on the sample 
were only about 165 cars. The supply was 
so light that receivers obtained slightly bet- 
ter prices for the bulk of their consign- 
ments, though the shipping demand was ex- 
eeedingly siow with sales about 75,000 bu. 


Oats Trade Is Lifeless. 


Oats remained in the same state of life- 
lessness as on preceding sessions, no business 
worthy of mention being transacted and 
prices keeping within a narrow range. Ex- 
cept for a fractiqnal loss in the old July 
contracts, the close was unchanged. It was 
said that leading longs had resting orders 
in the pit to sell, but the quantity so dis- 
posed of was necessarily small. Some de- 
sire to sell the September was manifested 
because of the excellent weather for carry- 
ing forward seeding operations. The ship- 
ping demand was dull, high prices preventing 
buyers from taking hold. Sales of 100,000 
bu were reported. On the sample market 
offerings were about 178 cars. 


Rye Prices Have Break. 


Rye prices suffered a sharp decline, the 
close showing losses of 1@2c. Offerings 
were light. Receipts were 6 cars. ‘No. 
Was quoted 76@78c; No. 8 7T0@i5c; No. 
65@70c. 

Barley offerings were moderate. Prices 
ruled about steady. Feed was quoted 68@ 
72c; malting, T2@86c; screenings, 50@7ic. 
Receipts were 18 cars.

offerings without yielding materially in price. 
Notwithstanding this fact it is claimed that about 
12,000 tes of lard have been sold in the pit in the 
last three days in a gingerly manner 80 as to not 
influence prices. There has also been considerable 
pork liquidated. Specialists in hog products say 
that the rise in hog values has been more than 
discounted by the present prices of product. 

Cash trade in Wheat was exceedingly light, with 
no feature except the slow demand.
